1940 D IS T R I C T C H A M P I O N S — Not since 1940 have the Hamlin Pied Pipers 
owned the complete title to a District Championship. This year’s Pipers won 
their title Friday night by defeating the Anson Tigers, 28-0.

Statistics Show Pipers Now Well Balanced Team 


The old adage that defense 
wins ball games can easily be 
proven by a look at the Pied 
Piper statistics for the season. 
The Pipers, who turned a losing 
season into a winning 
season 
midway in the year, captured 
the District 6-AA Championship 
and 
a 
berth 
in 
the 
State 
Playoffs. 
A look at the statistics for the 
year on the Pipers will reveal 
that the team 
is now well 


balanced between its defensive 
and offensive abilities. But to 
do this you have to divide the 
season into two halves. 
During the first half of the 
season the Pipers gave up 152 
points while scoring only 60. 
And in those first five games the 
Pipers rushed for only 629 yards 
while giving up 1331 yards, but 
they did lead in passing 358 to 
162. 
But during the second half of 


the season the Pipers outscored 
their opponents 121 to 18 and 
have not given up a touchdown 
in the past 14 quarters of play. 
They have rushed for 1330 yards 
against district opponents while 
giving up only 663 yards. In the 
passing department the Pipers 
have only thrown 
30 times 
against d istrict 
opponents, 
completed 12 for 211 yards. 
D istrict 
opponents 
have 
passed 72 times against the

Kickoff time for the Bi District 
clash between these two teams 
will be at 7:30. 
The Cooper Pirates 9-1 for the 
season, were idle last week 
while the Pipers, 5-4-1 for the 
season were knocking off the 
Anson Tigers, 
28-0, for 
the 
D istrict Cham pionship. The 
Pipers won the right to meet 
Cooper by defeating Ballinger 
the week before but needed the 
win over Anson for the crown 
The winner of this game will 
advance to the Regional Round 


Pipers, completing 22 for 266 
yards, but the Pipers have 
intercepted eight, turning two 
into touchdowns. 


D uring 
the 
five 
district 
gam es 
the 
P ip ers 
have 
averaged 6.4 yards per carry 
while th e ir opponents have 
averaged only 2.5. In total of­ 
fense the Pipers have upped 
that average to 6.5 for 1541 
yards while their opponents 
average is 3.1 for 929 yards. 
For the full season the Pipers 
have scored 181 points while 
giving up 170 and have rushed 
3.9 average. In total offense the 
Pipers have 2528 yards for a 5.4 
average and their opponents 
have 2422 
yards 
for 
a 
3.9 
average. 
The coming of age of the 
Piper line has been a big factor 
in the sensational running of the 
Piper’s Johnny Jones who has 
carried the ball 127 times this 
season for 1192 yards. This is 
borne out by the fact that his 
average has jumped from 5.1 
during the first five games to 
14.4 during the last five. His 
season average is 9.4. 
He has scored 78 points in 
district 
and 
108 during 
the 
season. Johnny’s career total is 
152 points and he has carried 
the ball 228 times in 18 games 
for

yards 
for

average. 
Running at fullback, Albert 
McAfee has an impressive 4.1 
average in district play with 270 
yards in 66 carries. His season 
total is 112 carries for 450 yards 


of the playoffs and meet the 
winner of the Coahoma-Alpine 
game to be played Friday night 
in Monahans. 
A strong defensive ball club, 
the Pirates have given up only 
41 points during the regular 
season while scoring 203.

The Pied Pipers used their 
tough goal line defense and 
their explosive offense to down 
the Anson Tigers here Friday 
night, 28-0. The win gave the 
P ip ers th e ir 
first 
D istrict 
Championship since 1940. The 
Pipers will be m aking their first 
trip to the State Playoffs sifice 
1961 when the Pipers were co­ 
champions with Anson. 
Running behind blocking that 
just seemed to wipe out the 
whole side of the Tiger defense, 
Johnny Jones only carried the 
ball nine tim es in the game. But 
this was good for three touch­ 
downs and 178 yards. Bill Cork 
scored the other Piper touch­ 
down on a long pass from Milton 
Jones with the play good for 50 
yards. 
The Pipers opened the game 
by kicking off to the Tigers and 
holding them to six yards in 
three plays with the Tigers 
punting out to the Hamlin 37. 
Fullback Albert McAfee hit into 
the line twice for a three-yard 
gain and then Milton connected 
with Cork for a 23-yard gain to 
the Anson 37. Johnny swept 
around his left end and raced 
the 37 yards to the goal line for 
the score.

The Tigers took the kickoff 
and returned it to their own 18 
and started the first of two 
threatening drives of the night. 
The Tigers used six plays to get 
to the Hamlin 21. A two-yard 
gain and a five-yard penalty put 
the Tigers back on the 24. On 
fourth down the Tigers picked 
up a first down at the Piper 12 
on a pass interference call. The 
Tigers moved down 
to

seven-yard line but then lost 12 
yards, picked up nine and then 
lost 14 more on fourth down. 
Taking over on their own 24 it 
took the Pipers only six plays to 
get on the scoreboard again.

McKissack added one 
more point to the total, making 
it Hamlin 28 and Anson 0 as the 
third quarter ended. 
The Piper second unit took 
over in the final period and 
neither team could generate a 
scoring threat until the final 
minutes of the gam e when the 
Pipers took over on their own 28 
and moved to the Anson 33 on
